THE Supreme Soviet, legislature of the 
Soviet Union, opened its 1952 meet 
ing recently in an atmosphere quite 
different from that surrounding the 
meetings of nominally similar bodies in 
Washington, London or Paris. 


It does not-seem rash” to” predict’ that 
Mr.” Stalin’s government’ will not” be 
voted out of office, that its budget will 
be accepted without significant alteration 
or even extensive debate, and that all 
the interim decrees of the Soviet govern 
ment will be approved unanimously 

The entire meeting. may not take 
more than a week or 10 days, after which 
the members can go home and rest for 
another year from their not-so-arduous 
legislative duties. 

This at least is thee conclusion to be 
drawn from the whole -history of this 
compliant legislature, a model example 
of how modern Stalinism uses demo- 
cratic forms while making a" mackery 
of the reality of democratic decision 
making 

One feature of this latest meeting 
deserves attention, however. Until now 
there had been frequent expectation that 
this session would be called on to ratify 
the Fifth Five-Year Plan whose execu- 
tion actually began at the beginning of 
1951 

The Moscow censor has now passed 
a dispatch saying that the agenda 
adopted March 5 indicate this will not be 
the case. 

Obviously no embarrasing questions 
on this score will be raised at the purely 
ceremonial meetings of the Supreme 
Soviet, but the democratic world will do 
well to be alert to the significance of 
this continued extreme secrecy on the 
goals af Soviet economic development 
goals so clearly at variance with the 
usual Stalinist talk about “peaceful de- 
velopment.”

22,000 Plaries Made by Reds.in Yea 


WASHINGTON; March 13 
(AP).—Russia has about 85 air 
craft factories and more than 28 
engine plants and probably pro- 
duced 22,000 planes——half of them 
fighters—last year, the technical 
and trade magazine Aviation Age 
said Wednesday. 


It added tnat the plants are 
well scattered, from Smolensk 
and Kiev in the west all the way 
across the vast country to Kam 
chatka Peninsula, north of Japan 
But the only three of big size 
are in the west: one néar Gorki 
southeast of Moscow, one in Mos- 
cow, and the largest at Tiflis, not 
far from the Turkish border. 
The Tiflis plant is reported to 
employ 30,000 workers and to} 
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produce almost 17 per cent of 
the current output of airframes 
The Gorki plant probably ac 
counts for about 15 per cent of 
production.
